11. PHjSORAL BACKGROUI.DS Mr. TSUJI vas bom in October 1902, in the Emcna 
district of^ohiiiwa Prefecture. He graduated fraa the Japanese Military Aoadesy^ 
in 1924. He coB^ileted his studies at the Japanese libr College in ^93S» graduating 
vlth the highest class honors • His rronotion to colonel came in 19li3 • Throughout 
his military career, ho held such . high posts as being a staff officer in the 
Kwantung Ar^ in Manchuria and being assigned to the General Staff Office in Tokyo. 
At the end of W II*', he was the senior staff officer of the Athqt in Southeast 
Asia (Headquartexe at Bangkok, Thailand) . 

vI2* At the end of the var, he vas cited as a ;for criminal by the British 
authorities* Upon learning this* he disappeared. During the next three years, he 
worked his way from Thailand through China to Japan. lie rezaained underground from 
19U8 to 1950, at which time, the prosecution of war criminals was dlecontimied. * 
F^gbi 19U5 to 1950, TSUJI wrote many boo)», mainly based on his militaxy experiences.

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13 • P^TICjU# EAOKGROUMD; TStJJI has been elected as a menber of the House of 
RopresentatiTee three 13} tlAa8> since October trm bis district. In the 

first tvo elections j he djd not olain a political party > but, in the March 195$ 
eleotlQnSjiie entered as a Japan Demodratlo Party candidate* His rleve <n national 
defense probleasare rather outspokenly presented In his latest book, *'Tbe Next 
World War". The main vieire he advances are: 

a. Japan should, by Its aim iilll and judgasient, decide upon the extent 
of the national defense effort, 

b. Japan should reject any Interference on national defense problans by 
foreign p(nrero,aiul 

e. Japan should reonain mmlral as long as pbeslble in the necxt nar. The 
national defense plan should be "tailored" to fit this pattern. 

Ih. RSUTIO^IS WITH RIGHTIST GRORPSt TSUJI has been sponsoring an association 
called "TOi ftaiMEI" ff^eratiorrof Self Defense in the Par East). The latter 
was founded by the late Lt. Oen. Kanji ISHIHAiil in 192iO. It was originally balled 
"TQl REMlEt" (Federation of Far East Natioaos). The organisation was opposed by 
Pn»c Minister Hidcki TOJC. 

15* The present association clains to be nationalistic, rather than leftist or 
rightist. Due to Oen. ISi2HARA*s popularity in Ishikawa Frefect^B*e, XSUJI has used 
this association to foster his political ambitions . TSUJI Is popular with the 
yoiaoger meaibers of the Japanese Self Defense Force, but he is criticised by the more 
educated Japanese citisens as having eccentric and ultra-^nationistic tendencies. 

16. POUTICAL IMFLUPCCEt TSUJI has bean easily elected each time to the Diet. 
Be appeals tt young people, under^privileged fandUae, and female voters, who seem 
to feel he can aid -^cm in furthurlng thedr rights or privileges. However, not 
being backed by bankers or industrialists, he lacks the finances to acquire any real 
stature in the national Japan Democratic Party.
